The Gaulois expresses the opinion that the 
resignation of M. Casimir-Perier is simply 
desertion, and the reasons for it will be found 
in his antecedents and personal character.“ 
The Figaro says: “If M. Casimir-Perier 
persists in his determination to resign, 
Europe must judge him as severely as France 
does. 

In the opinion of the Journal the present 
condition ef affairs is the result of the state 
of anarchy in which the different political 
parties exist. According to the Autorite the 
resignation of M. Casimir-Perier not only re- 
quires the censure of one man but it also calls 
for the condemnation of a régime. 

Begins a Coup D’Etat. 

The Lanterne says: “The resignathon of 
M. Casimir-Perier does not end but begins a 
coup d’etat against the independence, against 
the Chamber, and the rights of universal suf- 
frage, for K. Casimir-Perier is desirous of a 
new investiture.”” The resignation of M. 
Casimir-Perier,” says the Petit Journal, is 
a matter of exceptional gravity and can only 
complicate the situation, which is already 
perilous.” 

The Soleil asserts that M. Casimir-Pericr 
did not wish to compromise his dignity in 
struggles the issue of which were not doubt- 
ful.

Brisson, who was ignored, is a man of prin- 
ciples and a Puritan in his domestic life. His 
record is spotless. His intellect is of a high 
order, but his singleness of mind is not asso- 
ciated with the wisdom of the serpent. Casi- 
mir-Perier had taken umbrage at Brisson’s 
election to the Presidency of the Chamber of 
Deputies after Burdeau’s death and regarded 
his reélection the other day as a slight to him- 
self, Brisson, having opposed the Draconian 
laws which Casimir-Perier presented when he 
was Prime Minister to Parliament. There 
was an accumulation of fancied slights. 
The first was the wrangle over 
the Widow Burdeau’s pension bill. Mme. Bur- 
deau is a Spanish-American with lambent 
eyes, fine teeth, and a lemon-colored com- 
plexion, looking well by candle light, and as 
fond of diamonds as any cocotte. She was 
not left penniless by her husband. Far from 
it; but he was not rich enough to live in 
grand style.

It is not, therefore, surprising that today a 
guffaw met the complaint in the Presidential 
message about his being undefended by Par- 
liament, though he was in a situation in which 
self-defense was impossible. What made the 
cup of bitterness overflow was the vote for 
a committee to be named to inquire into 
Raynal’s conduct in she matter of the rail- 
way convention and to impeach him. These 
conventions, involving the most gigantic 
recandais of all times, were signed by Raynal 
as Minister of Public Works in the Ferry 
Cabinet in 1883, of which Cabinet Casimir- 
Perier was an Under-Secretary of State. A 
syndicate of railway companies in that year 
spent twenty million francs ($4,000,000) in 
buying journals and Deputies. The conven- 
tions were so drawn as to,in many cases, 
allow interest of 25 percenton the capital 
subscribed. They allowed guarantees of in- 
terest on all the capital in shares and bonds, 
but were silent as to the date when the 
interest guarantees were to cease. As 
Prime Minister Casimir-Perier selected 
Raynal to be Minister of the Interior 
and this person ordered police raids on the 
domieiles of thousands of harmless people, to 
terrify the Socialists uad prevent attacks on 
the score of the conventions, thus breeding a 
spirit of violence that culminated in Carnut’s 
murder.

PERIER FALLS IN A GALLANT FIGHT, 


Dispatches from Paris to London Praise 
and Blame His Act. 

Lonpow, Jan. 16.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Paris says the crisis is not really a min- 
isterial one, but one in whic h a constitutional 
principle not peculiar to France, but com- 
mon to all countries possessing a constitu- 
tion, was atstake. Ever since the beginning 
of the present repubiic the Republican party 
has always shown a peculiar tendency to 
transform the Chamber of Deputies into a 
convention—that is, into a dictatorial execu- 
tive assembly rather than an assembly of leg- 
islators. What happened Monday was on!'y 
one more proof of the singular force of this 
tendency. The act of the majority was the 
act of the convention. 

By resisting this tendency, M. Casimir- 
Perier has been greatly elevated in the eyes 
of all constitutionalists. He must be praised 
for having immediately understood the revo- 
lutionary character of the radieal position, 
in pretending to contest the authority of the 
decision of the Council of State. If, as be- 
lieved by many, he chose to fall, he could not 
possibly have quitted office with more credit 
to himself than in falling gallantly fighting 
for the defense of a principle so universally 
honored by all self-respecting communities 
as that of a separation of powers. 

A dispatch to tne Standard says M. Casimir- 
Perier during his Presidency has done noth- 
ing remarkable. His present decision indi- 
cates great lack of moral courage. Besides 
M. Brisson and Dupuy. the other candidates 
are Gen. Fevier and MM. Arago and Cavaig- 
nac. 


WANTS O. P. HUNTINGTON ARRESTED 


To Push the Charge That He Issued an 
Inter-State Railroad Pass. 


San Francisco, Cal. Jan. 16.—United States 


District-Attorney Knight has concluded to 
proceed with the case against C. P. Hunting-

pass to Frank M. Stone, an attorney and pol- 
itician.

Mose, Ala., Jan. 16.—News was received 
here today of the wreck of the schooner Ben- 
jamin Rich in the storm of Jan. 14 while 
bound from St. Andrew’s Bay to Jamaica. 
Forty passengers were aboard, including 
Minister Livingston and other prominent and 
wealthy people. A rescue was effected by the 
steamship Haugesund, bound from Mobile to. 
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sult. He hoped no personal injuries would 
be inflicted or any other sort of violence in- 
dulged in. Butif, through their being re- 
fused work, they were driven to use guns and 
dynamite, neither they nor the labor organ- 
izations should be to blame, for the Knights 
of Labor were losing their influence over the 
men on account of their starving condition.

The continental nations, for the 
present at least, have this country by the 
throat, for, as Secretary Gresham has admit- 
ted the violation of treaty obligation, they 
are in a position where they can say they will 
do nothing and give no assurances until the 
violation of the treaty is stopped. The result 


of Senator Aldrich’s resolution of inquiry is 
therefore quite likely to prejudice the case of’ 


the American live stock men because, of 
course, there will be no official assurances 
from Germany the embarge will be removed. 
If the Presidént is given authority to sus- 
pend the discriminating duty at his pleasure 
there is éxcellent authority for saying Ger- 
many will back down and admit American 
meat as heretofore. subject only to the usual 
sanitary restrictions.

TO HEAR ARGUMENT ON DEBS APPEAL, 


Supreme Court Names a Day and Will 
Consider Application for Bail. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 16.—/[Special. ]— 
Seven has always been considered a lucky 
number and those who are superstitiously in- 
clined will be apt to attribute the success of 
Counse' Darrow, who represents President 
Debs and other labor leaders, to the fact 
seven members of the court of last resort 
heard its appeal today for a writ of error, 
habeas corpus, and bail for his clients. May- 
or Hopkins, Postmaster Hesing, Judge Shope, 
the Hon. Clinton Furbish of the Bureau of 
American Republics, and Congressmen Gold- 
zier, Hopkins, and McGann constituted an- 
other group of seven citizens of Illinois who 
were interested spectators during the pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court room. Those, 
who sat on the bench were. Chief Justice 
Fuller and Associate Justices Brown, Field, 
Gray, Harlan, Shiras, and White. 

Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Gray took 
an active part in a discussion of the merits of 
the case with the attorneys representing both 
sides. After arguments regarding the pro- 
priety of granting a writ of error or habeas 
corpus the Chief Justice announced a hearing 
on the assumption: that a writ of error would 
be granted could be set down for the last 
Mondayin March. This seemed to meet with 
the approval of the counsel on behalf of the 
United States, Assistant Attorney-General 
Whitney, and the next question in order re- 
lated to bail for defendants pending the hear- 
ing on the writ of error. Inasmuch as the 
counsel had not prepared briefs in the case, 
at the suggestion of the Chief Justice this in- 
strument will be executed and brought into 
court tomorrow, when the question will be de- 
cided whether or not the defendants in the 
contempt case shall be admitted to bail. 

Mr. Darrow contended under the act of 
1891 creating the Circuit Court of Appeals a 
writ of error would lie in a contempt case, 
and while there had been some doubt on the 
part of counsel they had come to believe that 
they were entitled to two writs. Previous to 
the act of 1891 chancery cases had been re- 
viewable under an appeal and those of com- 
mon law under a writ of error, but he con- 
tended the new law was intended to wipe out 
all distiactions, and either process was allow- 
able, but this being a contempt case it could 
clearly be reviewed better under a writ of 
error than an appeal. Incase of its review 
by appeal the record would be so volumi- 
nous as te make it probable before a 
decision could be reached the terms 
of imprisonment of the prisoners would ex- 
pire and they would fail in securing the relief 
sought. Mr. Darrow also made brief refer- 
ence to the claim the anti-trust law under 
which Debs and his associates were arraigned 
was unconstitutional and said it was applica- 
ble to combinations by corporations.

York, Capt. Pratt of the Carlisle School, 
and Mrs. A. S. Quinton, President of the Na- 
tional Woman's Association.

Printing Bill Gives Privileges to Members 
of Sending Correspendeuce Free. 

Wasnincron, D. C., Jan. 16.—In addition 
to many changes made in the printing office 
and the distribution of documents, the print- 
ing bill signed by the President revives the 
franking privilege. The words are: 

The Vice-President, members and members- 
elect, delegates and delegates-elect to Congress 
shall have the privilege of sending free through 
the mails and under their frank any mail matter 
to any government official or to any person, cor- 
respondence, not exceeding one ounce in weight, 
when official or departmental business.

No Appropriation for Carrying Out the 
Samoan Agreement. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.—A question has 
been raised by the appearance of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill whether the administration is 
not attempting to carry into effect President 
Cleveland’s recommendation the United States 
recede from its part in the tripartite protector- 
ate over Samoa by refraining from asking Con- 
gress to anpropriate wr, | money to defray the 
share of the expense. Chairman Sayers says no 
request has been received from the Department 
of State for any funds for the purpose of the pro- 
tectorate. The administration has for some 
time neglected to station a warship at the isl 
ands, although it was a feature of the agreement 
that ships should be kept at Apia, and it was un- 
derstood the three nations would alternately be 
represented. A resolution was introduced last 
week by Representative McMillin (Tenn.) mak- 
ing inquiry into the cost of this government's 
share of the Samoan expenses, and it was under- 
stood to be the intention of Democrats in the 
House to oppose any further appropriation. 


To Examine Messengers and Watchmen. 


The order of the President of Nov. 2, 1894, in- 
cluding watchmen, messengers, and assistant 
messengers in the classified service, makes it nec- 
essary to establish a register of eligibies for fill- 
i vacancies, The Civil Service Commission 
will accordingly hold an examination in the city 
Jan. 29.

Unanimous Adoption of His Amendment 
to the Appropriation Measure Which 
Provides There Shall Be No Cross-Ex- 
amination of Taxpayérs Without Sus- 
Picion of Fraud=—Quay Makes Senators 
Go on Record on His Amendment to 
Permit Constitutionality Suits, 


Wasurnotron, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special. |— 
After having made a long and losing fight 
against the general principles of the income 
tax Senator Hiil scored a signal victory this 
afternoon in the Senate and secured the adop- 
tion without opposition of an amendment to 
the appropriation bill which will render the 
income law much legs obnoxious to the tax- 
payer. It provides ti Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue and his subordinates shall not 
cross-examine taxpayers in advance, In 
other words, it allows each person paying an 
income tax to make a straight return of his 
receipts and reductions without being sub- 
jected to inquisitorial questions as to how he 
arrived at the result. 

This means that the Treasury Department 
will have to destroy all the bianks which were 
prepared with so much care and get up an en- 
tirely new set, leaving out all these obnoxious 
questions, The power of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue to put a citizen on the 
rack when there are suspicions of fraud is not 
in any way reduced, but he is prevented from 
forcing taxpayers to answer a long list of im- 
pertinent questions in making their original 
returns. The urgency deficiency bill, which 
carries the appropriation for the income tax, 
finally passed the Senate late this afternoon 
and it will now go into conference, as several 
amendments have been made to the bill as it 
came from the House, The blanks prepared 
by the Internal Revenue Commissioner were 
wholly unwarranted by the original law and 
there is every reason to believe the Hill 
amendment will be accepted by the House, 


Quay Puts All on Record, 


There was a saturnine smile on the face of 
Senator Quay lute this afternoon as he 
stepped out from behind his desk, pulled out 
a long cigar from his upper waistcoat pocket, 
produced a penknife, cut off the tip deliber- 
ately, and then strode out of the chamber 
with the cigar between his teeth and a match 
in his hand. The junior Senator from Penn- 
sylvania had resorted to his old trick, by 
which means he was enabied to secure some- 
thing which Senator Hil! had failed to bring 
about after nearly a week of debate. The 
amendment to permit the making ofa test 
of the constitutionality of the income 
tax law was offered simultaneously by both 
Quay and Hill. It was ruled out on a point 
of order and the Senate sustained the ruling. 
This prevented any vote on the amendment 
itself, and Senator Cockrell, Chairman of the 
Appropriations committee, insisted on his 
point of order, and absolutely refused to al- 
low a vote on the amendment, which, by the 
way, is not so harmless as it seems, for it 
would allow every taxpayer to get out an in- 
junction to prevent the collection of gn in- 
come tax. 

When Senator Quay became convinced 
Cockrell would rule him out on technical 
grounds he left the chamber and came back 
with a stack of typewritten manuscript about 
twelve inches long and nearly as thick. With a 
grim smile the — joker laid his 
immense speech down on his desk and slowly 
began to unbuckle a strap which bound it to- 
gether. Cockrell and the Democratic man- 
agers at once took the alarm. The Chairman 
ot the Appropriations committee hurried over 
to the Republican side, his long white locks 
streaming benind him in his haste. and pro- 
ceeding directly to Quay’s desk asked: 

Are you going to make any remarks on 
this bill?“ 

Had a Few Remarks Ready. 

Jam going to make those, said the un- 
dismayed Quay. Senator Gorman came over 
and took a look at the huge pile of manu- 
script. Senators Blanchard and Turpie fol- 
lowed him, and then came straggiers from 
the Republican side, each of whom fingered 
the alleged speech and then retired uneasily. 
There was a brief consultation on the Dem- 
ocratic side, and as m result of it the little 
man from Pennsylvania in the long frock 
coat wasonce more master of the situation 
and held the Senate by the throat. 

By an agreement with the Democrats Quay 
was permitted to reintroduce his amendment 
and a vote was taken by yeas and nays, re. 
sulting, of course, in its defeat by a recorded 
vote of 19 to 32, This was all Quay was 
after, as he desired only to put the members 
of the Senate on record: so without more ado 
he got his manuscript together, buckled the 
strap over it, and deposited it on the floor 
under his desk, ready for the next occasion. 
This speech of Senator Quay’s is the only 
thing known which will bring the Senate of 
the United States to terms, and, so far as can 
be seen, there is almost nothing in the way of 
legislation which it cannot accomplish when 
properly worked. How many hundreds of 
thousands of words it contains no man knows 
not even Quay himself, but it is generally, 
understood it would take something like a 
month to deliver it. 


ARGUES IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


Hearing in the Attack on Income Tax in 
the District Is Concluded, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 16.—The hearing 
in the case of John G. Moore against Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue Miiler brought 
to test the constitutionality of the income tax 
law was resumed"today in the District Equity 
Court. Attorney Jere Wilson made the open- 
ing argument and Assistant Attorney-General 
Whitney and Solicitor of Internal Revenue 
Hough represented the government. Counsel 
for the complainant cited various authorities 
to offset the government’s claim courts have 
no power to take cognizance of a statute that 
is void and said: 

An unconstitutional act is no ast at all; un un- 
constitutional law is no law. 
government has no semblance of authority and 
the courts accordingly could interfere to prevent 
any government officer from carrying out such 
absoiutely void law where a public officer has a 
ministerial duty to perform— that is, not one 
where he may exercise his judgment or discre- 
tion, but must do a particular thing, a court may, 
as a recognized principle, grant an injunction to 
restrain such action. The income tax was de- 
clared by counsel to be one of the most remark- 
able laws on record and there are many instances 
where double taxation can be made—tne tax 
levied on individuals through corporations and 
then on individuals themselves also in con- 
nection with the corporation. 4 

There is no room for the exercise of any judg- 
ment or decision whatever, except in the formu- 
lation of rules by the Commissioner for the per- 
formance of the duties by himself and subord- 
inates. The income tax has been held by the 
Supreme Court to be an excise tax and it is assert- 
ed that as an attack on thrift and energy itis 
contrary to the spirit of our Constitution. The 
income tax is a discrimination of a class char- 
acter and an encouragement of what is fraught 
with the greatest danger to ourcountry. Every- 
where there is a disposition to have the validity 
of the tax settled—an urgent necessity of se- 
curing the decision of the United States Su® 
preme Court on the case and a decision as to 
the unconstitationality of taxing aliens resid- 
ing outside the United States. 

Assistant Attorney-General Whitney as- 
sumed the other side meant that only persons 
having no thrift, energy, or enterprise should 
be taxed. The statement the tax was uncon- 
stitutional and unprecedented because the tax 
was measured for the entire calendar year, 
although the act only went into operation 
Aug. 28, 1894, was pronounced unfounded. 
The counsel on the other side has given no 
authorities to show the United States cannot 
tax aliens who own property here. He knew 
of no reason why they should not be taxed as 
well as other property-holders, but here Judge 
Wilson interrupted with the remark that his 
reference was not to property itself but gains 
of aliens through property. 

Judge Hagmer will deliver his decisioa in 
the case Wednesday next.

Vest Tells of Sugar Manipulation, 


As Mr. Vest proceeded several interesting 
chapters on the enactment of the sugar sched. 
ule were disclosed. Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb, ) 
asked what the conferrees had intended to do 
on the Hawaiian treaty affecting sugar. 

Mr, Vest answered the cunferrees desired to 
do away with thattreaty.

It was his understanding the 
managing committee of Democratic Senators 
had agreed with leaders in the House if the 
latter body y‘elded and passed the amend- 
ments to the tariff bill the Senate would in 
turn take up the special tariff bills, particu- 
larly that as to sugar. 

At this point Mr. Harris Tenn. urged 
there should be no misapprehension. He was 
aware several Democratit Senators had 
chanced to come together. He was one of the 
halt dozen. The Senator from Kentucky, 
(Black burn) pro action in line with that 
spoken of by Mr, Vest. Thereupon Mr.

Changes Are Then Made. 


Mr. Quay again sought to get the income 
tax belore the courts by proposing a new sec- 
tion, but ona nay and yea vote the section 
was defeated, 19-—32. 

Mr. Hill then offered an amendment to the 
income tax provision restricting the inter- 
rogatories to persons or firms, After Mr. 
Hui explained how far the Treasury Depart- 
ment regulations went beyond the law Mr. 
Cockrel:, in charge of the bill, accepted the 
amendment and it was adopted. The defi- 
ciency bill was then passed. 


HILL WAS FOR FREE SILVER COINAGE, 


Old Letter from the New York Sénator 
Which Defines His Position, 

New York, Jan. 16.—A letter from Sena- 
tor David B. Hill will be published here to- 
morrow. In it he declares the free coinage of 
silver as well as gold must be held out as 
the goal which the country must ultimately 
reach.”’ The letter, written to Clark Howell, 
bears date of July 13, 1893. Senator 
Hill says in the first and only interview he 
had with President Cleveland he urged the 
calling of the extra session of Congress in 
April of that year instead of September, the 
President’s preference. The Senator predicts 
a session lasting until December, and much 
bitterness and division in the Democratic 
ranks in consequence, 

He favors the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, but an acceptable substitute for 
it should be provided. However, the repeal 
should be made at once and other financial 
matters be considered afterwards. He is for 
free coinage under an international agree- 
ment if possible, and if not possible then for 
independent bimetallism. e says: 

I do not believe in the Bland bill or any other 
measure which guarantees anything less than 
unrestricted coinage for gold and silver alike, as 
pledged in the Democratic national platform. 

Senator Hill expresses himself as not 
in favor of the Federal tax on State 
bank issues, but fears the consequences 
of a repeal of the tax. The Senator, 
on the subject of tariff reform expresses 
confidence of the passage of whatever- 
bills the Treasury Department might recom- 
mend. He doubted the policy of restoring the 
sugar tax. Let the tariff be retained with 
those articies which come in competition with 
our own workmen, if it is necessary to secure 
more revenue, is his closing recommenda- 
tion.

INVESTS IN GOOSEBERRY BUSHES. 


McLean County Widow Says Notes for 
$2,100 Were Got by Fraud. 

Judge Clifford entered an order yesterday 
staying the execution of a judgment which A. 
W. Fulton, an attorney,secured several days ago 
against Elizabeth Harley, a widow who lives 
at McLean, McLean County. Affidavits were 
filed alleging that the notes upon which Ful- 
ton obtained judgment for $2,103 were ob- 
tained by fraud. Mrs, Harley swore in an 
affidavit that in August last one Shepherd E. 
Gapen, a young man of pleasing address, 
called upon her and offered to buy for $200 
the product of a number of Downing goose- 
berry bushes which she had growing in her 
yard. He paid her $10 to bind the bargain. 
A few days later B. J. Vandervoort called at 
her house and offered to sell her 10,000 
Downing gooseberry bushes, and at the same 
time bargained to buy all the product of the 
bushes for the year 1895 for $500 and that 
of the year 1896 for $1,200. She gave him 
notes for 52.500 for the 10,000 bushes, and 
a few days later when Vandervoort called she 
advanced him $460 on the contract. Then 
she investigated and came to the conclusion 
she had been swindied. Attorney Joseph 
Hodnet filed an affidavit alleging Fulton re- 
fused to teli him where he obtained the 
notes. Vandervoort, he alleges, is a well 
known swindler, and has been indicted for 
burglary in the McLean County courts. Judge 
Cliffurd staid the execution and allowed the 
widow time in which to answer the suit of 


Fulton.

Snow and Dirt Are Mixed and Will Choke 
Up the River so as to Make Expensive 
Dredeing Bills in the Spring Hun- 
dreds of Tons Slide in Daily~Opinions 
by Various People on the Question as to 
Whether It Is Not a Violation of United 
States Statutes. 


The Chicago River has been converted into 
a dumping pond by the Street Cleaning De- 
partment of the city during the last two 
weeks, Ever since the first snow fell on an 
average of 1,000 tons of dirty snow have been 
thrown into the river every day. Last year it 
cost the city $35,000 for dredging; this year, 
it is computed, twice that amount will have 
to be appropriated. The West Chicago Street 
railway company and two private contractors, 
following the example of the city yesterday, 
discontinued using the lake for dumping pur- 
poses and began to use the river instead. The 
city unioaded its wagons filled with refuse at 
Quincy, Franklin, and La Salle streets and 
at Wabash avenue. The West Chicago 
Street railway company used the dock 
at Harrison street and the Buchanan 
and McGuire Teaming companies, who haul 
away snow from the front of business houses, 
emptied their wagons int» the river at Fulton 
street. The latter concerns merely obtained a 
permit from the city todoso, They will not 
have to pay their share of the dredging ex- 
penses next spring necessarily entailed to 
make the river navigable, 


Tugs Are Used as Buffers. 


Tugs from the Dunnam Towing company 
had to be used at noon to „ 
snow away from the docks into the center of 
the stream, as the snow and dirt had reached 
the top of the dock. At Quincy street more 
dumping was done than at any other place. 
There the snow was the cleanest, but 
it was dirty enough to make the river look 
like a big mud puddle. From 7 o’clock in 
the morning until 6 at night thirty wagons 
were in constant service hauling the snow 
which had been shoveled into piles by ngs 
of laborers. along the streets between r- 
born and Market inclusive. The foreman at 
6 o’clock reported that 650 loads, vary- 
ing in weight from one to three tons, had 
been dumped into the river, 

North Side snow and dirt were thrown into 
the river at La Salle street. much had 
been dumped at 3 o'clock one could walk on 
top of it out into the river to the distance of 
six feet. The snow was extremely dirty. 

The West Chicago Street railway compaay’s 
wagons dumped snow and dirt into the river 
at Harrison street. They first went to Quincy 
street but were compelled to leave early. 
being crowded out by the city wagons, Six 
teams during the day hauled 200 loads to the 
river, where they were dumped, 


Contrary to Federal Law. 


Marine men A the city is acting con- 
trary to the laws of the United States. They 
say they are making the river unnavigabie 
and could more easily and with less expense 
use the old dumping grounds at the foot of 
Chicago avenue. James 8. Dunham, 
President of Dunham Towing 
and Wrecking company, sad: “It is 
against the laws of the government and 
should be immediately stopped by the Secre- 
tary of War. Theriver should be open and 
navigabie all the year round. Early fn the 
spring, when the ships are ready to leave, 
those drawing over fourteen feet of water 
will have to wait until the river is dredged 
out. I claim it is an imposition on the 
government and ought 
to be stopped immediateiy. The Superin- 
tendent of the Street Bureau says the city 
will stand the expense of dredging, but he 
does not take into consideration the demur- 
rage of the vessels caused by low water.“ 

Capt. W. L. Marshall, United States Eng? 
neer stationed at Chicago, said there would be 
no ground for government interference if the 
snow were pure and no sediment left, He 
did nct think it was right to throw mud and 
dirt into the river, so as to necessitate dredg- 
ing. The Superintendent of the Street-Clean- 
ing Department said the river was used be- 
cause less expense was entailed in carting the 
snow there than over the olph street 
viaduct to the lake. He confessed more of 
it has been thrown into the river so far this 
year than last. “I think the way we are get- 
ting rid of the snow by dumping it into the 
river and dredging the latter out in the spring 
is far less expensive,” he said, than hauling 
it out on some prairie or throwing it into the 
lake as we have done heretofore.’

Practically All the Floating Debt Is Re- 
tired=Weak Stock Market Cables Lead 
the Decline=Some Observations on the

At the annual meeting of the Western Stone 
company yesterday a favorable showing of

President Moore made the foilowimg state. 
ment: “The statement mad: to the stock- 
holders at the last annual meeting showed a 
deficit of $69,674. The business of the year 
1894 has been such as to wipe out this deficit 
and to show a surplus of $10,391. In addi- 
tion to meeting all the ordinary expenses of 
the business for the year 1894 $10,000 was 
paid on judgments rendered against the com- 
pany in 1890 for accidents which befell employé_ 
of the company. This amount was charged to 
expense account of 1894, reducing the profits of 
the company to that extept. Had we not been 
called upon to pay these judgments the books 
would show aclear gain for the year 1894 of 
$90,066, or 4 per cent on the capital stock of the 
company. 

At the close of the year our books showed a 
decrease in the bonded indebtedness of $10,000, 
of $15.000 in the mortgage indebtedness, and 
— in the floating indebtednoss, leaving a 

oating indebtedness of $55,985, against $79,- 
463.49 at the beginning of the year 1894. Since 
Dec. 81, 1894, we have paid $40,935 of the float- 
ing indebtedness, leaving a balance of $15,000 
yet to be paid, to meet which we have bills and 
accounts receivable amounting to $57,600 and 
stock on hand, all paid for, amounting to $97,- 
000. The entire floating indebtedness will 
be paid oh or before April 1 next, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
from the present showing the company will be 
able to resume the payment of dividends not 
later than July of this year. The amount of 
stone on hand on the first day of January, 1894, 
was $66,000, while that on hand on the Aset day 
of January, 1895, was $84,500, or $18,000 more 
than a year ago. 

It is believed that the prices at which this stone 
is invoiced are fully $20,000 less than the prices 
at which it is being and will be sold, and from 
present indications it will all be marketed before 
the opening of navigation.”’ 

The earnings of 1894 are materially larger 
than 1893. 
$690,070. Thedisburséments were $625,720 and 
the profits $64,350. 

There was extreme softness in the stock mar- 
ket. The cable stocks were the chief sufferers. 
On active trading West Chicago declined from 
115% to 110%, the lowest price which the stock 
has sold at since the height of the panic. North 
Chicago was also depressed, although there was 
much less activity. Quotations for the stock de- 
clined from 250 to 245%. Both stocks closed 
practically at the bottom. The only buyers in 
the market seemed to be the bears. Stop orders, 
exhausted margins, and frightened investors 
furnished the supply of stock. 

One of the chief arguments brought to. bear 
yesterday was the showing of the City Railway 
company, and more particularly the statement 
made by that company in regard to the cost of 
operating electric roads. That statement showed 
that the cost of operating electric lines per car 
mile was 16.90 cents and of cable lines 9.97 
cents—a comparison which makes a far less 
favorable showing for economy of electric opera- 
tion than has been generaily looked for. Com- 
menting on that showing a local banker, who is 
an officer of an electric railway in a Western 
city, had the following to say: 

“The figures which the City railway company 
is presenting are certainly not to be taken as a 
guide. The question of what it costs to operate 
an electric ctreet railway line is one quite as 
definitely settled by this time as is the cost of 
any other motive power. The company in which 
Jam interested has been operating an electric 
road for several years. In some respects the 
situation is not so favorable for cheap operation 
as it is in Chicago, for we have considerable 
grades to contend with. On the other hand we 
pay less wages than the City milway is forced to 
because that company is entirely in the hands of 
aunion. We operate at 8 cents a mile,and when 
l say that is the cost of operauion I mean that 
there is included absolutely every charge that 
could by any proper construction be included in 
operating expenses. When the City railway 
says that it costs 16 cents a mile it simply shows 
that it has not got its — down to anything 
like a proper working basis, or its calculations 
are incorrect. There are indeed some things in 
the report which would indicate that thé calcula- 
tions are incorrect. For instance, the report 
states that the cost of operating horse car lines 
was 25.39 cents per mile, and it can be calcu- 
lated from the figures presented that the earnings 
of the horse car lines were 25,96 cents per mile. 
The showing which the company presents to its 
stockhoiders then is that it has cost 97 per cent 
to operate its horse car lines. No sensible per- 
son certainly would believe such a statement. 
One reason why it makes such an unfa- 
vorable comparison between the cost per car 
mile of the electric and cable opera- 
tions is that the cables are operated 
in trains, with the grip car counted as one car, 
and the car mileage figured as one-third or one- 
fourth (according to the number of cars) of the 
train mileage. As the electric cars are not run 
in trains tile car mileage and the train mileage 
would be the same, but the carrying capacity per 
car mile on the electric lines is much greater 
than on the cable, and a car mileage comparison 
is therefore unfair. If a calculation is made on 
a basis of 10 conts a car mile for electric opera- 
tion, which is unquestionably an outside figure, 
and the resuit applied to all the horsecar and 
electric lines a showing will result which will 
demonstrate that when the system is entirely 
equipped with electricity the earnings of the 
electric lines will simply bury the earnings of the 
cabie lines out of sight. : 

Interest centered to such an extent in the 
cable stocks that the elevated stocks were com- 
parativeiy neglected. Alley opened at a 
decline, the first sale being at 11%, against 12% 
at the close Tuesday. It advanced from the 
opening and closed at 12%. Lake Street opened 
at 8'4 and closed at 8%, with the market nog- 
lected. The whole miscellaneous list was 
heavy.

Market Opens Dull on News from Paris 
but Closes Firm. 

Lonpow, Jan. 16.—The stock markets opened 
dull today on tho resignation of the French Pres- 
ident, but there was a recovery later with a firm 
close. There was a general setback to Amer- 
icans on sales in New York, but with little sell 
ing here.

WHY DOES SHELBY LINGER AT SPRING- 
FIELD? 


One has the most confidence in the truth- 
fulness of the words of statesmen, whether 
they deserve that title of enjoy it only by 
brevet, when their acts tally with their words. 
When a statesman says a certain thing is 
going to happen and acts as if he were much 
afraid it might not happen an observant and 
reflecting public is apt to doubt his sincerity 
and to assume that he is playing a game of 
bluff which may or may not be successful. 

It cannot have escaped the attention of the 
people that for many days Senator Cullom 
has been firing off at five or ten minute inter- 
vals statements to the effect that he is sure 
of reélection. He has varied the phraseology. 
Sometimes he has said he was positive the Re- 
publiéans would reélect their old and faithful 
public servant. Sometimes he has said he 
was sure of the votes of a majority of the 


ucus. 

An friends have been equally positive in 
their assertions. Some of them have re- 
marked inelegantly that he had what they 
called a “‘cinch’’ on the nomisation, or had 
„ eorralled”’ a majority of the members, or 
that he was a sure winner, and that it was 
“safe to put money on him.”’ They have 
used other quaint phrases, all intended to 
convey the idea that it was as hopeless to try 
to beat Cullom as it would be to endeavor to 
change the course of the planets. 

Chairman Tanner and Gubernatorial Can- 
didate Fifer have never varied from their dec- 
laration that it was impossible to beat Cul- 
lom, for his election was foreordained. The 
ex-officeholders and the would-be officeholders 
have repeated this after them and have gone 
to Springfield i in a body and taken up quar- 
ters there so that they might unitedly smg 
hosannas to the Senator. 

But some people have wondered why, if 
Cullom’s reélection was so absolutely sure. he 
should deem it necessary to leave Washington 
and spend so many weeks at Springfield tell- 
ing his inquiring friends every few minutes 
that he could not be beaten. He could have 
staid at Washington and sent word from there 
to other candidates that they might as well 
stop spending their money. 

Some have reasoved that if he had that ber- 
fect confidence which casts out fear he would 
not have opened headquarters at Springfield 
and squandered his means on room rent and 
cigars. He would not have felt it necessary 
to have runners out to bring in the members 
to smake up those cigars and listen to his as- 
surances that he was bound to be reélected. 
He would not have felt obliged to have his 
adherents at the capital at considerable ex- 
pense, A good deal of money has been ex- 
pended in legitimate ways in connection with 
the Cullom campaign. It came out of some- 
body’s pocket. Notacent of it need have 
been spent if Cullom had really foreclosed on 
the nomination. 

There is a feeling that if Cullom had been 
as sure of a renommation as he said he 
was he would have remained at Washington 
attending to those important matters which 
the Senate has been considering since the 
first of the month. His ex-postmasters and 
the ex-employés of the State would not 
have gone to Springfield, for it would 
have been unnecessary. Mr. Fifer would 
have stuck to his law practice and not 
worked for Cullom now that Cullom might 
work for him two years hence. The Cullom- 
ite papers would not have had any occasion 
to sing the praises of Cullom and denounce 
as an “intolerable insolence the idea that a 
Cook County man should de elected, for they 
would have known that Cullom could not be 
defeated. 

The only explanation of the discrepancy be- 
tween the conduct and the claims of the Sena- 
tor is that he was not as cock-sure as he sau 
he was, and that he was afraid there might be 
some slip between the cup and the lip which 
would leave him in that forlorn condition so 
eloquently described by the Bloommg ton 
tragedian in the little speech made by him iz 
Tue Txureune office last summer in which he 
described the coming fall of Cuilom. 

The Senator may have thought that it was 
not altogether safe to rely on the high es- 
timate p laced on his valuable services by the 
Legislature to see him through and that it 
was better he and his services should be on 
dress parade at Springfield for a time, where 
the members could not fail to see and admire 
them. Or it may be that he had in mind the 
proverbial unreliability of white men. A- 
though he had made a coalition with Fifer 
and organized a mutual benefit society he 
may have deemed it wiser to be on the ground 
lest in a moment of greed his partner might 
attempt to gobble the Senatorship. When 
politicians are tempted they are sometimes 
false to their pledges. 

The fear of something or of somebody 
must have taken this man who was so sure 
of reélection away from the field of his duties, 


thus depriving the Senate of one of its intel- 


lectual luminaries, and have compelled him 
to spend so much time at Springfield and be 
at so much expense there. He has been 
needed at Washington. Nothing has been 
done about the finances or anything else, far 
Cullom is not there to straighten matters out. 
The Presideat has sent no message in about 
the deficit, for Cullom is not there to attend 
to it. He is detained at Springfield teiling 
everybody he is as sure to be elected as the 
sun is to rise tomorrow and at the same time 
straining every nerve to get members to vote 
for him. The esteemed Senator is not con- 
sistent.

DEMOCRATS FOR CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 

The Democratic County committee has 
adopted a resolution deelaring that the 
Democratic party stands for efficient civil 
service divorced from politics,”’ and urging 
the Democratic Senators and Representatives 
from this county “ to give a cordial and ear- 
nest support to tha biil framed by the com- 
mittee of the Civil Service Reform League 
for the reform of the civil service in the cities 
of Illinois.” 

It would be legitimate to dwell on the fact 
that these committeemen who adopted this 
resolution, and nearly all of whom have been 
thoroughgoing spoilsmen, have been rather 
slow in finding out that their party stands 
for efficient civil service reform.“ The gos- 
pel light of reform did not shine on them 
until the morning after election day, when 
they saw that the control of the city and coun- 
ty offices was going to pass out of their 
hands. 


But it would be foolish to reject assistance 
from any quarter. It is better to assume that 
the conversion, though late, is genuine, and 
that whatever influence the Democratic com- 
mittee can exercise over the Democratic 
members from this county will be used in 
behalf of civil service reform. It is better 
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3 They have be- 


lieved all their lives that “to the victors be- 
long the spoils,” and they are not prepared to 
give up that comfortable creed, for they have 
often had some of the spoils an would: like 
more. But when both parties come out of- 

ficially in favor of this reform the ability of 
these members to block the legislation the 
people want will be greatly limited. 

As the case stands now, the party organiza- 
tions of Cook have urged the members from 
this county to support civil service reform. 
Legislation of that kind may not interest the 
rural legisiators much, but they will not op- 
pose it if they see this county demanding it 
unanimously. Any delay in pushing this re- 
form, then, will indicate a lack of sincerity 
somewhere. But as yet there is no reason to 


suspect any one of lying. 


THE FRENCH CRISIS, 

The political situation in France seems to 
have reached a crisis which at least may be 
declared as serious, One day it involves the 
downfall of the Cabinet, the next the resigna- 
tion of the President of the republic, and 
meanwhile the people are in an uproar, the 
Socialists are rampant, and the royalists are 
again on hand with their latest claimant to 
revive the cause of the monarchy. Upon the 
question of guaranteeing the interest on a 
group of railroad lines the ‘Dupuy Ministry 
has collapsed. Behind this, the pending ques- 
tion, there was another of graver im portance— 
namely: a conflict of jurigdiction ae between 
the Executive and judicial branches of the gov- 
ernment; in other words, between the Cabi- 
net and Council of State, or the court of last 
resort. The goverrment held that the bonds 
which it guaranteed would expire at a certain 
date; the court held the guaranty was per- 
petual. Neither side would yield. The Depu- 
ties voted down a resolution offered by the 
government for the separation of powers and 
then the ministry stepped down and out. Had 
the matter ended there the outcome would 
not have been serious, for resignations of 
Ministers are as common in France as clubs 
or cafés. It would have been a twenty-four 
hours’ excitement. Then some other states- 
man would have formed a ministry and begun 
at once on the down grade towards a collapse 
any day the whimsical Deputies decided they 
would like a change. 

Now, however, in the midst of all this polit- 
ical confusion the President ot the republic 
deserts his post. He claims that he wanted 
to be the President of all France and not the 
representative of this or that faction, but he 
has found that he pleases no party and has 
been attacked by all and that the Deputies 
are not disposed to defend him. More than 
that, he regards the adverse vote in the Cham- 
ber as a personal reflection upon him. The 
French press almost universally condemns 
his course and deplores his abdication in view 
of the increasing activity of the revolutionists 
and the inactivity of the moderates. The 
London Times, on the other hand, claims that 
the crisis 1s not a ministerial one and that 
there is a great principle at stake. It says: 

Ever sigce the beginning of the present repub- 
lic the Republican party has always shown a pe- 
culiar tendency to transform the Chamber of 
Deputies into a convention—that is, into a dicta- 
torial executive assembly rather than an agsem- 
bly of legisiators. What happened Monday was 
only one more proof of the singular force of this 
tendency. The act of the majority was the act of 
the convention. By resisting this tendency M. 
Dupuy has been greatly elevated in the eyes of 
all constitutionalists. Me must be praised for 
having immediately understood the revolution- 
ary character of the radical position in pretend- 
ing to contest the authority of the decision of 
the Council of State. If, as believed by many. he 
chose to fall he could not possibly havequitted 
office with more credit to himself than in falling 
gallantly fighting for the defense of a principle 
so universally honored by all self-respecting com- 
munities as that of a separation‘of powers. 

The action of President Casimir-Perier will 
be variously judged, but at this distance it 
looks as if it were the act of a man thorough- 
ly disgusted with the conflicting policies of 
factions and with the selfishness and silliness 
of Frenen politicians, who prefer getting up 
spectacles and theatrical effects rather than 
working for the stability and success of re- 
publican institutions. It may be that the 
President is a weak man and unable to stand 
the pressure of the situation, but it may be, 
on the othe: hand, that he is seeking to apply 
a heroic remedy and compel politicians by 


] the menace of danger to abandon their silly 


foolery and rise to a realizing sense of what 
the situation demands. If such be the case, 
it now becomes an interesting question who is 
strong enough to drag the government out of 
the slough into which it has fallen and set it 
on its feet again. It may be as the London 
Morning Post says: The time has come for 
a military leader of the fiber of Bismarck or 
Gourko or for an autocratic despot of the 
firmness of Crispi or Stambouloff.”’ 
WANTS OF FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 

The resolutions adopted by the Executive 
committee of the National Farmers’ Alliance 
at its meeting of last Tuesday in this city are 
in the main sound and sensible. They recog- 
nize the supremacy of law, the sovereignty of 
the people, and the fact that public officials 
are their servants, not their masters. They 
demand stability as well as flexibility for the 
currency, with value as well as volume; 
that taxation shall not be used to build up 
one interest at the expense of another; that 
the means of transportation shall be con- 
trolled for the interest of the people; that the 
pooling clause of the inter-State commerce 
law shall be retained; that there shall be equa! 
pay for equal work, whether that work be 
done by male or female; and that the adul- 
teration of all food products shall be prohib- 
ited. They also favor opposition to unjust 
trusts and combines, and the education of 
farmers in political sentiment by a progres- 
sive reading course and otherwise, 

This is all right.“ But it is difficult to 
understand what is meant by the demand for 
“a regular and equitable distribution” in 
our money system, independent of combina- 
tions and private manipulations. If by this it 
is intended to discourage the intervention of 
banks the declaration is not a wise one, end 
the distribution of money must continue to 
be to those who have anything to buy it with, 
unless a paper curreney were distributed 
broadcast, in which case it soon would cease 
to have any baying power. Thé wisdom of 
demanding the passage of an anti-option law 
is doubtful, to say the least. Such a law 
would hamper the course of trade, and could 
not be to the benefit of those who have farm 
produce to sell. Certainly in so far as the tax 
named in the bill offered by Farmer Hatch“ 
was paid at all it would conduce to the build- 
ing up of one interest at the expense of an- 
other, which is contrary to the demand 
couched in the third resolution adopted by 
the com mittee. 

The preamble declares “ the evils that now 
confront the farmer are the result of un- 
friendly legislation to the interests of agri- 
culture.” This must be admitted to be true, 
in part, for the legislation of the last two 
years, but not for that of many years previous- 
ly. There has been no Republican national 
legislation unfriendly to the interests of tho 
farmers. They prospered under the opera- 
tion of Republican policies, and up to late in

They have cause to be thankful that enough 
other people voted the same way to change 
the legislative tendency and conditions, and 
to effect an important improvement in their 
status when the men elected in November 
have taken their seats and had time to act. 
How much of mischief may ensue during thé 
next six weeks it is impossible to say, but 
probably it will not be much, as the Demo- 
crates now know their free trade policies have 
been repudiated by the people. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN IOWA, 

The passage by the Iowa Legislature last 
year of the mulct law, to replace the imprac- 
ticable State prohibition law, has not taken 
the liquor question out of politics. Jt will be 
one of the great issues this coming fall, when 
a Governor and Legislature are to be elected. 

There will be a demand made on one side 
that the Legislature to meet next January 
must resubmit to the people the prohibition 
amendment to the Constitution, which re- 
ceived the votes of a mesjority of the people 
ten years ago, but which was set aside by the 
Supreme Court on the ground that it was not 
submitted in accordance with the provisions 
of the Constitution. The Prohibitionists will 
threaten that if the Republican party does 
not commit itself to that they will defeat it. 

It is possible that this threat may have an 
effect ona few weak-kneed Republicans. It 
cannot on many, because the Drys have 
shown the full extent of their power to do 
mischief, Last year they said they would 
poll 60,000 votes and punish the Republicans 
for having passed the mulct law. They polled 
10,000. That shows their strength. If the 
Republicans should say they are in favor of 
the submission of this amendment they will 
put themselves back where they were four 
yearsago. They will lose the German votes 
that have returned to them and will give the 
State to the Democrats once more. 

If the Republicans should control the Leg- 
islature in 1896 and also in 1898—for an 
amendment has to be voted on by two Legis- 
latures before it is submitted tothe people— 
and should submit this prohibition amend- 
ment, it might receive a majority of the votes, 
tar. as on @ previous occasion, Democrats 
would vote for it in order to plague the Re- 
publicans. But that amendment would no 
more be enforced than was the prohibitory 
law, and no Democrat would leave his party 
because Vemocratie State, county, or city 
officers made no attempt to enforce it. 

The adoption of such an amendment would 
mean the unlimited untaxed and uncontrolled 
sale of liquor in every Iowa county where a 
majority cf the people liked to take a drink. 
But it never would be adopted, for the Repub- 
lican party would be out of power before 
1898. It would be madness to fool with this 
amendment or to be influenced by the threats 
of its supporters. 

On the other hand, an attempt will be made 
to secure the passage of a law repealing the 
one which forbids the manufacture of 
spirituous, fermented, and vinous liquors in 
the State. Those liquors can be drank in 
Iowa lawfully in those places which have 
availed themselves of the provisions of the 
mulet law, but it is legal to manufacture 
them there. That is an evident absurdity. 

Iowa is the second barley-growing State in 
the Union. But no beer can be made within 
its confines. There is no home market for 
the barley, byg it must all be shipped out of 
the State. Council Bluffs is the center of a 
grape- growing region that promises to out- 
rival California, but no wine can be made 
there. In 1802 and 1893 Iowa was the first 
corn State in the Union, but no whisky can 
be made there. The inability to manufacture 
beverages the consumption of which is per- 
missible costs the State millions of dollars 
yearly, 

If the Iowa Republicans deal wisely with 
the liquor question this year their hold on the 
State cannot be shaken. But if they turn 
their steps backwards in the direction of pro- 
hibitory legislation they will simply play into 
the hands ot the Democrats. The latter 
would like nothing better than to see the Re- 
publicans commit themselves again to the 
prohibitory policy, for they know it is the 
only way in which they can get back into 
power.

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The Revision of ain te State Constitution. 


CarcaGco, Jan, 14.—[Editor of The Tribune. }— 
The periodical agitation for a convention to re- 
vise the State Constitution has commenced by 
the introduction of a resolution in the General 
Assembly. Without stopping to discuss the rea- 
sons given for such a proceeding I desire to note 
some objections thereto. A Constitumon was 
adopted in 1870, which I think is very imper- 
fectly understood, and I venture the assertion 
that not 10 per cont of the legal voters of the 
State have ever read it. In fact I know of some 
who are now clamoring for a Constitutional con- 
vention who have never read a word of it. 

No constitutional convention assembled in this 
or any other State ever considered questions of

Without Too Much Descent nan 
wit Be Prepared=Financial Men of 
the Roads Will Pass on Proposition. 


After months of dickering, refusal of plans, 
and loug-continued delays for various reasons 
the four railroad. companies owning the St.

THAT RATTLER AT LINGOLN PARK. 


Two Correspondents Give Information in 
Natural History. 

CHICAGO, Jan, 12. —[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Several errors appeared in the article on the rat- 
tlesnakes born at Lincoln Park, and I give below 
the facts which I trust you will publish to recti- 
fy the false impression formed. In the first place 
the rattler was very quiet during the birth of the 
young rattlers, and the only  move- 
ments made were a violent tremer ran- 
ning throughout the body and a high 
raising of the tail. In regard to the method of 
bringing forth their young, the viper family, of 
which the rattlesnake is a representative. br 
forth their young alive, while the other families, 
as a rule, lay eggs, which require several weeks 
to hatch. The peculiar and interesting fact 


conhécted with the recent births at Lincoln Park, 


is that they were expelled a week or ten days 
before the natural time, gestation having 
been stopped, it one could judge from the con- 
dition of the embryos, two weeks before comple- 
tion. The male rattlesnake which was confined 
with the female was badly crippled and fairly 
rotted in the cage, which fact may account, in 
some measure, for the premature delivery of the 
young rattlers. Lastly. let me say, I have never 
raised a rattier in my life, and have never seen 
over a dozen in my many travels through the 
Southern States. 

Several articles have appeared in Tue TRIBUNE 
severely criticising myself aud Prof. O. P. Hay. 
In reply to these criticisms I wish to say the arti- 
ole of Jan. 11 was an error in reporting and not 
a fact given by myselfcr Prof. Hay, the latter 
gentleman having absolutely nothing tosay upon 
the subject, he having called upon me on business. 
For the benefit of the untutored public I wish 
to say the rattlesaake, like other mombers of the 
viper family. is ovoviviparous, bringing forth its 
young alive, the process of “ hatehing soins on 
inside the animal instead of in a calcareously 
covered egg, incubated in the sand, asin the 
case of the r top coluber constrictor). 
The births at incoln Park 200 
were not a paradox *. a ay sense, but a curious 
freak of nature in expelling the embryos, with 
their surrounding membrane and food-yelk, a 
week or ten days before the normal time. This 
frequently happens, and is nature’s safeguard for 
the mother when the young die before birth, as 
in the present instance.

Mr. Hay Cites Authorities on His Position. 
Fre_p CoLUMBIAN MusEeum, CuIcaco, Jan, 14, 
[Editor of the Tribune. The appearance in 
Tun SunpDAY Timer of the letters of Anna M. 
Snively and Charles K.Munus has called my atten- 
tion to the article which was printed in the issue 
of Friday, concerning the birth of some young rat- 
tlesnakes at Lincaln Park. I was much sur- 
prised at finding myself credited. especially in 
r. Munus letter, with holding that rattlesnakes 
lay eggs although perhaps the article 
in Friday's paper gave some excuse for arriving 
at that conclusion. If Prof. Baker’s views have 
been no better understood than my own he, too, 
may bave opinions quite different from those at- 
tributed to him. As for myself if the reader 
will consult the “American Naturalist,” Vol. 
page 216, he will find I have known 
for long time that rattlesnakes pro- 
— Bil living young, since 1 there give 
an account of ose of our prairie rattlesnakes and 
bor young. Furthermore, in the report of the 
State Geologist of Indiana for 1891, Vol. XVII.. 
Page 538, I state that all members of the crota- 
lede bring forth their young alive. As for the 
ark enake, it seemed to me, on ac- 
count of the large amount of egg yelk that ap- 
peared stili to be attached to the young, 
they had been brought into the world somewhat 
prematurely ; but if they were, as Keeper De Vry 
is reported as saying, from nine to twelve inches 
long, they were not far from being mature. To 
Mr. Munus I weuld say ‘that in Florida there is 
found another species of rattlesnake, the 
„ground rattlesuske, a species considerably 
smaller than the diamond rattlesnake. Further- 
mere, the copperhead and the cottonmouth, or 
water moccasin, are both residents of that 
region, and both produce living young. Among 
the non-venomeus snakes many species lay 
eggs, from which the young escape only after 
some days or weeks. Our two kinds of black- 
snakes (Coluber and Bascanion) are examples of 
these. In other cases, asin our common water- 
snake and the garter-snakes, the eggs are re- 
tained in the body of the mother until the young 
are ready to burst the thin membranes 
which inclose them and to 
active life. I am satisfied 
many casos the young of the 
snakes just mentioned are as truly brought forth 
alive as are therattlesnakes. ‘here is no sharp 
distinction to drawn between oviparous, 
ovoviviparous, and viviparous snakes.

ONE SERIOUS OBSTACLE IN THE WAY. 


Union Pacific’s Attitude May Prevent New 
Passenger Agreement. 

All important questions regarding Western 
rate complications, except one, have practi- 
cally been settled. But this one may yet 
undo all the work of the last two months. 
The Union Pacific stubbornly refuses to join 
in avy arrangement with the other transcon- 
tinental and Western lines unless they submit 
to all of its demands. On the “ boycott”’ 
matter it is inexorable. It demands the aban- 
donment of the boycott against it by the Rio 
Grande and its Eastern connections, but 
stubbornly refuses to raise its boycott 
on Portland business via the Oregon Short 
Line against those roads. The latter, of 
course, cannot make peace on such terms, 
although they are willing to make any reason- 
able concessions. They have offered not to in- 
sist on ticketing business to Portland via the 
Rio Grande and Oregon if they are 
allowed to ticket via the Union Pacific 
through Denver. This proposition is 80 
favorable to the Union Pacific that its non- 
acceptance causes the fear that the Union Pa- 
cific does not mean to join the other roads in 
any agreement for the maintenance of uni- 
form rates, and no new associstion is likely to 
be formed unless the Union Pacific agrees to 
become a member thereof. 


EXACT LOCAL RATES ON SOFT COAL, 


Western Roads. Rebel Against Ohio Asso- 
ciation’s Coal Tariff. 

Chairman Midgley's attention has been 
called by some of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation lines to a misunderstanding which has 
arisen in regard to the divisions governing on 
soft coal originating at Eastern points and 
destined to Mississippi River points and points 
west thereof. Oct. 22 last there was re- 
ceived a copy of a tariff issued by the Ohio 

Coal Traffic Association naming a rate of 
$2.25 per net ton, on which the division was 
stated to be, west of Cnicago, 25 cents. The 
attention of Western lines was called to the 
fact that the minimum proportion acé¢ruing 
to them was 23 per cent. Replies were re- 
ceived from the various lines that they had 
not — to the tariffs, Subsequently 

estern Trunk Line committee 
resolved to give notice to the Ohio Coal Traf- 
fic Association that the Western roads would 
refuse to participate in the new rate and that 
full local rates would be exacted from all 
junction points until such time as through 
rates and divisions were authorized by the 
Western Freight Association. Since that 
time Mr. Midgiey understands that, notwith- 
standing lines agreed to maintain local rates 
as division on this traffic, they are accepting 
less than the agreement provided for. He 
therefore requests that not later than Feb, 1 
all lines will, in accordance with the agree- 
ment above referred to, exact local rates on 
all soft coal originatmg at territory covered 
by the Ohio Traffic Association, 


ATCHISON REORGANIZATION PLAN, 


Scheme Probably te Be Adopted by the 
Holders of Securities. 

Loxbox, Jan. 16.—The features of the 
proposed reorganization which will probably 
be adopted by the holders of its securities 
are that the general mortgage 4s holders 
will receive new 43 for 75 per cent of their 
holdings; for the balance they all receive new 
income 43s. The interest due for 1894 and 
1895 on the existing general 4s will be fund- 
ed in new 4s, of which $150,000,000 will be 
issued, and $108,000,000 will be used to ex- 
change old securities. For the payment of 
the interest due on the remaining $42,000,- 
000 a small block will be issued for imme- 
diate needs. Part of this will take the place 
of the guarantee fund of $9,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 of other issues. The balance will 
be issuea for improvements. The present 
land mortgage will be replaced by 5 per cent 
preferred stock. A bonds will be 1 7 
$3 and B bonds will be assessed 82 
bond, and ordinary shares will be 4 — 
$12 per share.

Odd Lingo That Is Spoken by the Natives 
of Jamaica, 

Another thing that fills you with amwaze- 
ment is the queer gibterish that is spoken 
here, writes Fannie B. Ward from Kingston. 
In this old English colony you expected to 
hear the English language; and they call it 
English; and would feel greatly insulted if 
you intimated that it was not of the best. We 
got a fair and easy sample of the Quashie”’ 
dialect, as it is called, of the Jamaica negroes 
the moment we set footonshore. Among the 
crowd clamoring tocarry our things we singled 
out a big coal-black fellow in a white linen 


suit, because he looked the most intelligent. 


In reply to the question how much he would 
charge to carry one trunk and two satchels to 
the eustom-house, he yelled: Hi Buckrah! 
I dat quick-quick fe quattie fe de li)’ tings, an 
tanner fe tunk ; which, as translated by our 
Consul, who has grown familiar with their 
murdering of the King’s English, meant that 
he would do the job very quickly and would 
charge quattie, or one-quarter of an En- 
glish six-pence (three cents in our 
money), for each of the small pack- 
ages, and “tanner,” a  six-pence, for 
the trunk. All the negro sentences appear to 
be constructed on the baby-talk plan, and 
it rolle out in an oily stream from their thick 
lips, wholly unintelligible to the new-comer. 
The poorest of them are very polite to one 
another, as well as to strangers, and it is 
amusing to hear a half-naked wretch, hatless 
and shocless, bowmg low to another jn the 
same condition and saying: How do dis 
morn, marm? Hope um do be well, marm,“ 
and the response invariably is:: Quite well 
um dis morn, sar, tank um, sar. The use 
of um is not understood, but is constant. 
and it is always sar instead of massa, 
as in slavery days. é

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SWIGERT OASE DECISION DOES NOT 
| WORRY THE TURFMEN. 


While Coming from the Supreme Court 
Gives It Importance It Is Practically 
the Sime as Rendered by Judge Collins 
Two Years Atto Ne York Baseball 
Ctub Controlling Interest Is Sold to a 
SyndicateeRacing Results and General 
Sporting News, 


The decision just handed down by the Su- 
premo Court in the case of Swigert vs. The 


People was received yesterday by Corporu- 
tion Counsel Palmer, who considers it a death 
— to boekmaking and pool selling at horse 

It ends the famous case which grew 
out * the prosecution of the Secretary and 
other officials of the racing department of the 
Garfield Park club in August, 1892, on the 
charge of keeping a common gambling 
house as “being in violation of Sec, 127 
of the criminal code. The fight to suppress 
gambling at Garfield Park was begun in a 
low court and carried through higher courts the 
for the last two years. Numerous technical 
defenses were made, all of which ere dis- 
posed of by the opinion of the Supreme 
Court. Local horseisen consider the decis- 
ion important, but say they expect favorable 
legislation during the coming session of the 
Legislature, 

The gist of the decision appears from the 
following paragraph quoted from the opinion: 

=e is clear that the room or space within the 
grand stand within the inclosure of said Garfield 

— club kept or used for the purpose of book- 

king and selling of pools cont nt nnen the 
— of horse races, the seller or er of pools 
wagered upon the race, and the other losing it, 
was mage sto acommon gaming-house within the 
meaning of the statute. 

It was contended by Swigert’s counsel that 
the act of the 2 — of 1887 prohibiting 
bookmaking and pooigeiling but exempting 
by a proviso the actual inclosure of fair or 
race-track associations from the provisions of ° 
the act made ‘selling and bookmaking at 
the Garfield Park races lawful. This conten- 
tion was not sustained by the Supreme Court, 
It holds that the proviso in no sense author- 
nes or sanctions bookmaking or poolselling 
in the excepted places but simply makes no 
provision for the penichiment of those who 
may do the acts within those inclosures, but 
leaves them to be deait with under the gen- 
eral statutes of the State, 

In 1887 the General Assembly of Hiinois 
passed tne law under which race track specu- 
— is now carried on, It provides as fol- 

ows: 

Any person who keeps any room, te,, or who 
occupies any private grounds, etc., within this 
State for the purpose of registering or recording 
any bets or wages, or of coiling pools, or any per- 
son who records or registers any bets or sejis any 
pools upon the result of any trial or contest of 
skill, speed, power, or endurance of man or beast, 
— being the owner, lessee, or oceupant of any 

m, etc., permits the same to be used for any 

of these ‘purposes, shall be punishable by im- 
risonment in the State penitentiary for not 
r than one year, or by fine not exceeding 
iding the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to the ae ual inclosure 
of fair or race-track associa are incor- 
porated under the laws of this State during the 
time of the actual meetings of the associations, 
or withia twenty-four hours before such meetings.

ROUNDS UP POSTOFFiIOE THIEVES. 


Inspector Stuart Lands a Gang of Four 
Behind the Bars. 

Postoffice Inspector James Stuart is feeling 
quietly jubilant over his successful round-up 
of a gatg of safe-blowers and postoffice 
thieves that for more than a yeur has been 
robbing postoffices in the State and in every 
case getting away with the plunder. At Dau- 
ville, III., Monday evening he captured the 
last two of the gang, Thomas, alias Peggy ” 
Noonan, alias Nolan, and John Meyers, alias 
Thomas Wilson, Inspector Stuart tells the 
following story of the exploits and final de- 
tection and capture of this dang@rous gang: 

The robberies were frequent, at distant 

points, and bore a strong similarity to each 
other. The men in this gang evidently were 
not névices and in every case covered up their 
tracks successfully. Shortly after midnight 
Dec, 22 of last year this gang broke into the 
postoffice at Forrest, III., blew open the safe, 
and stole several hundred dollars in money, 
stamps. te. It was supposed the men had board- 
ed the 3:65 a. m. train for Chieago. The 
conductor of the train was able to corroborate 
the descriptions given and added that the men 
had left the train at Forty-seventh street. At 
6 o’clock the morning of Dec. 24 Hugh Gow- 
van, one of the four, was arrested at a saloon 
on Forty-seventh street, near the Wabash rail- 
road tracks, kept by a man named Sullivan. 
Two days later Charles Smith, alias Blake, 
alias Blair, was arrested early in the morning 
at No. 1301 State street. This man Smith 
was the head of the gang and the man who 
blew open the safes. The chase after the 
-other two was kept up unceasingly and finally 
I received a tip that the men were-at Danville, 
‘Ii, Lat once went down. there with a num- 
ber of officers and surrounded a house known 
locally as ‘Dutch Mary's.“ This occurred 
Monday night. Although a desperate resist- 
ance to. arrest was. anticipated, we.were so 
‘thoroughly prepared for them they saw the 
wisdom of giving themselves up quietly. We 
captured Thomas, alias Peggy Noonan, or 
Nolau, and Thomae Wilson, allas John 
Meyers. " 

„Smith and Wilson are sew men to us, but 
by no means new or amateurs in their busi- 
ness. The man Smith is a particularly dan- 
gerous man. He was the mechanical man of 
the, gang and 1s no novice.. Neither he nor 
Wilson is known to the local police here. 
Noonan or Nolan ia well known. Here is his 
photograph from the rogues’ gallery. He is 
plainly a resolute, desperate character. This 

icture was taken Oct. 4, 1892, and he is 

own asa safe worker. He has done time at 
Joliet. I feel mighty good over this capture, 
although I am all tired out. For three days 
and I have been hot on their trail and 
ood over our successin nab- 
bing them. owvan and Smith have been 
in jail in default of $5,000 bonds and the 
other two have now joined them. We have a 
clear case against them.“ 


TELLS OF THE KILLING OF NELSON. 
PS EAR 


Mrs. Josephine Bjorkman Spends a Day on 
the Witness Stand. 

John Nelson was the first witness called in 
the Moran-Healy murder trial before Judge 
Horton yesterday. He fixed the identity of 
Swan Nelson and said he wasa quiet, peace- 
able citizen. Dr. L. B. Mitchell of the Cor- 
onet’s office dessribed the wound which caused 
Nelson’s death. The principal witness of the 
day was Mrs. Josephine Bjorkman, No, 3655 
Ingeline street. At thetime of the killing she 
lived with her husband at No. 3205 Archer 
avenue. Swan Nelson had a little cigar store 
in adetached buiiding almost in front of 
the house occupied by the Bjorkman 
family. Christmas eve, 1898, she and 
her husband were entertaining three friends, 
Mrs. Bjorkman invited Nelson to come into 
the house, and he did so. He remained there 
until 2 o’clock Christmas morning, and dur- 
ing that time the party drank three pints of 
beer. Then Nelson left the house. Mrs. 
Bjorkman went to the door. Not far distant 
stood two policemen. They were quarreling 
about a brandy bottle. Mrs. Bjorkman was 
awakened at 3 o'clock by a loud noise, and 
she went to the door and saw ten or twelve 
men standing at the corner near her house: 
She threatened to eall the police and they 
laughed at her. In a few minutes Mrs. Bjork- 
mun heard groans at the rear of her house 
and also heard a man walki between her 
house and the one adjoining.. She went to the 
door and Officer Moran came from between

Not all the political machinations of the 
State are being carried out at Springfield. 
Not all of the scheming is being done by the 
men. The women gota taste of politics lust 
fall and it has been among them ever since, 
An issue is now to be forced, and the fight to 
a finish between the women will occur shortly 
after the introduction of the following bill in 
the State Legislature: 

An Act to provide that the right of persons to 
vote at all electi of pecorperesed cities. vil- 
lages, and tows shall not abridged or do- 

- nied on account of sex. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois, represented in General Assembly, That

All Republican women are believed to 
favor municipal suffrage, but they are not a 
unit upon the question of how best to pro. 
cure it. Those who tavor present inactivity 
and conservative methods are said to ha ve 
been promised by Chairman Tanner of the 
State Central committee that Mrs. Alice As- 
bury Abbott shall have the next nomination 
for State University Trustee. This promise 
is coupled with the proviso that she can hold 
the Republican women of Chicago to a line of 
political inactivity until the Legislature ad- 
journs. 

Fight I. On. 

There ia a story behind this bill for 
mfunicipal suffrage, and before it is 
completely told it is not unlikely some 
of the shrewdest men politicians in Cook 
County will be engaged in the telling. 
Like the women, too, they will by no means 
be arrayed on one side of the question. The 
women have not been slow to learn the secrets 
of political power, and they aré arrayed both 
for and against the bill. Those for the bill 
call themselves the straight-out-and-out-Re- 
publicane and have formed clubs under the 
constitution of the Cook County organization, 
auxiliary to the ward clubs organized by the 
men. The opponents of the billare referred 
to by the ** straightouts as ** non-partisans,’’ 
‘silk stockings,’ trimmers, ete. The op- 
ponents will fight under several banners, 
notably those of the IIlinois Women’s Re- 

ublican committee and the Women’s 

olitical Equality League.“ When the men 
are forced to take issue it is asserted that 
Martin B. Madden, George R. Davis, H. L. 
Hertz, John M. Smyth, and George B. Swift 
will be found favoring the bill, while opposed 
to it will be a delegation under the direction 
of Chairman John R. Tauner. The bill has 
been in incubation for some time, but was 
finally drafted yesterday. The women who 
have it in charge are now casting about for 
the 8 person to introduce it into the 
Legislative Assembly. They have been ad- 
vised to trust it to a well-known Representa- 
tive from one of the South Town wards. It 
i probable the backing for the bill .will be 
fefhcipally recruited from the women’s auxil- 
iary clubs of the Twelfth, Thirteenth, Twen- 
ty-firat, Thirtieth, Thirty-first, and Thirty- 
fourth Warde, Mrs. J. S. Crane, President of 
the women’s club of the Thirty-first Ward, 
said yesterday: 

“This bill for municipal suffrage for 
women will receive the strongest kiad of an 
indorsement from all over the State. 
be supported unanimously by the out-and-out 
Republican women. We want no non-parti- 
san or Civic Federation or ‘silk stocking’ re- 
form in ours. If women are to be a power 
for good in the government they must while 
maintaining distinctive and separate organi- 
zations adopt the tactics of the men. me 
of the women planned a nice little non-parti- 
san movement last fall whereby Democrats 
and Republicans were to work ia harmony for 
woman’s suffrage, and Mrs. Flower and Mrs.

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IRON MINING IS NOW UNOERTAIN. 


J. L. Greatsinger and M. A. Hanns Talk of 
the Discouraging Outlook. 

It is a period of great uncertaifty in iron 
mining. J. L. Greatsinger, President of the 
Duluth and Iron Range railroad, who is at 
the Grand Pacific, is taking bids on 400 now 
ore cars, the contract for which will be closed 
in a week, This will increase the capacity of 
his road, which is engaged almost exclusively 
in hauling ore from the mines to lake ports, 
by 25 per cent. The anticipated increase in 
iron minmg is in the Mesaba Range, and is 
due to the openmg up of many new mines. 
No great increase was expected in the output 
of tne old Minnesota company mines. 

M. A. Hanna, the Cleveland iron-ore man- 
ager, reached the Grand Pacificin the after- 
noon after attending a meeting of one of his 
corporations in Milwaukee. Not a pound 
of iron-ore has been sold, Mr. Hanna said, 
„and I do not expect there will be any sales 
for some time. me people have been talk- 
ing about an advance in prices, but it will not 
be possible to obtain it. The iron business is 
still as flat as it can be, and even at the record- 
breaking price of $15 a ton for steel billets 
there is little demand for the product. The 
iron men will find there is overproduction. 
The Chapin mine and all other properties 
will be run substantially next season as they 
were last. 

Mr. Hanna said the Globe iron works, a 
Cleveland concern in which he is largely in- 
terested, would bid on two of the torpedo 
boats which the government is to build. He 
believes lake shipyards are able to build the 
boats as cheaply as any where eise in the coun- 
try and was of the opinion the work would 
come to the lakes.
